NEWARK—A significantly in-

Of 12casesof HIV-infected chil- 
dren with TB, eight were diagnosed 
in the past two years, according to 
the study. No cases of TB had been 
diagnosed in HIV-infected children 
between 1980 and 1987. 

The findings are considered 
important because they indicate that 
efforts to slow the developing epi- 
demic of TB in HIV-infected adults 
are falling short, 

“Finding a dramatic increase of 
TB among HIV-infected children 
reflects our failure to stem the TB 
epidemic in the HIV-infected adult 
community,” said Dr. George 
McSherry, assistant professor of 
clinical pediatrics at UMDNJ- New 
Jersey Medical School. “We traced 
atleast half of the childhood cases to 
HIV-infected adults living in the 
child’s home. “While the number of 
TB cases in HIV-infected children is 


autopsy/lung biopsy reports of HIV- 
infected children treated in the last 
10 years at Children’s Hospital of 
New Jersey in Newark. Among the 
study findings, fifty percent of the 
children treated for TB wereinfected 
by an HIV-infected adult who also 
had TB and was living in the house- 
hold; three of these cases involved 
an HIV-infected parent. The source 
of infection in the other 50 percent is 
unknown. 

The researchers also reviewed 
the medical records of 154 children 
not known to be HIV-infected but 
treated at the Newark Pediatric TB 
Clinic because they had been in- 
fected with or exposed to TB. Of the 
54 children for which they could 
identify a source of exposure or in- 
fection, 40 percent of them were 
household contacts with HIV-in- 
fected adults with TB.

“While we want to reassure resi- 
dents that Newark water is safe to 
drink,” said Zach, “we also want to 
let them know how to protect them- 
selves from lead that may be com- 
ing from their plumbing.” 

Zach explained that although 
drinking water pipes within build- 
ings are now made of copper with 
lead-free, joints, older plumbing v was 


biggesthazard from lead is to young 
children and pregnant women. The 
brochure explains that lead builds 
up in the body over many years and 
can cause damage to the brain, red 
blood cells and kidneys. 

Because children often come 
into contact with sources of lead, 
such as soil and dust; when they 
play, it is recommended that 
children'shandsand toys be washed.

their mouths.

King by four white police officers. 
The owner of the video tape — 
George Holliday — has demanded 
greater compensation or removal 
of the scenes from the movie, Lee 
counters that Holliday had agreed 
to accept $50,000 for rights to use 
the tape. If the dispute is not set- 
tled, the opening of the movie will

Hastings expects impeachment 
case to go to supreme court: The 
recent “un-impeachment” of for- 
mer federal judge Alcee Hastings 
has raised a major constitutional 
controversy, and Hastings says he 
does not expect the controversy to 
be resolved until the case reaches 
the U.S. Supreme Court. The con- 
troversy emerged whena U.S. Dis- 
trict Judge threw out Hastings’ 
1989 removal from the federal 
bench by the U.S. Senate. Hastings 
had been accused of conspiring to 
accept a $150,000 bribe. Hastings 
was the first black federal judge 
ever expelled from the bench. The 
federal government says it will 
appeal the district court ruling.

| FNo Substitute for Skill 


Ithink there’sa real problem with the way the National Football League 
(NFL) is playing the game these days, and it’s as plain as the players on the 
field. Or maybe they’re not on the field. Because with the way the NFL has 
come to rely on constant substitution and specialization. it’s hard to tell 
who’ splaying the game. Specialization also interrupts the flow of games and 
detracts from the enjoyment of fans. 

I think almost all football fans will agree that the tide of players running 
on and off the field makes it difficult to know who to cheer for these days. 
Great linebackers like the Chicago Bears’ Mike Singletary are taken out of 
the game in passing situations. and are replaced with someone supposedly 
more adept at pass defense. On the other side of the hall. potentially great 
running backs are taken out for those same passing situations and replaced 
by backs who are really just wide receivers who work out of the backfield. 
the line to the point where

it has affected almost every position on the field. 

It'sashame, because I think all this is areflection ofa lack of skill, rather 
than greater skill. When I played in the NFL, a player was supposed to be 
able to do it all. Running backs were taught that they should not only know 
how to run the ball, but also how to catch passes and block for others. Now 
it seems there are separate specialists for each assignment. 

Is there anything that can be done about the problem? Jim Fink,. 
president of the New Orleans Saints and head of the NFL's competition 
Committee, has a good idea. Finks has proposed that teams limit the number 
of players who can dress for games to 40, down from the current 47. With 
less men available, players actually might have to play more of a game. 
Fewer substitutes, fewer substitutions. It sounds like a great idea to me. 

Let's face it, a team could actually get by with 33 players — 11 each for 
the offensive, defensive and special teams squads. I don't think teams need 
to bring three backup offensive tackles to a game. Any offensive lineman 
should beable to play every position on the line. also don’t think teams need. 
three running backs. They need players who want to play the game. 

Today's high-dollar contracts often state what players will not do, such 
as the supposedly risky job of returning punts and kickoffs. Today you 
almost never see a first-string back sent out to receive a kick. When I was 
playing, Hooked forward to returning kicks. thought of it as another chance 
to get my hands on the football and make something happen. 

Think back on some of the great names in football. Paul Hornung of the 
Green Bay Packers. Dick Butkus of the Chicago Bears. Jim Brown of the 
Cleveland Browns. These were men who did it all and made the sport what 
itis today. It would be a shame if it ever got to the point where we couldn't 
associate great players with their teams and cities anymore. Limit substitu- 
tions, Generalize the skills that make great all-around players. This will save 
professional football and make it more enjoyable for the fans.
